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1969  in  Review 


The  1969  season,  the  seventh  season  of  pari-mutuel 
racing  in  Pennsylvania,  produced  a  record  revenue  of 
$11,775,762  for  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Philadelphia 
School  District. 

Total  wagering  at  the  three  tracks  Liberty  Bell,  The 

Meadows  and  Pocono  Downs  amounted  to  $151,071,897,  an 

all-time  high. 

Attendance  totaled  2,062,747  compared  to  1,762,791 
during  the  1968  season. 

Another  harness  racing  meet  was  made  available  to 
sports  fans  during  1969  when  The  Meadows  was  leased  to 
Mountain  Laurel  Racing,  Inc. 

The  new  meet  attracted  211,121  and  a  total  handle  of 
$12,424,072  from  August  10  through  November  1. 

Washington  Trotting  Association,  which  also  utilizes 
The  Meadows  facilities,  showed  a  substantial  improvement  in 
both  the  mutuel  handle  and  attendance. 

At  Pocono  Downs,  two  Hanover-bred  horses  furnished 
some  of  the  excitement.  Laverne  Hanover  seta  track  record 
of  1:56  3/5.  Trojan  Hanover  played  an  important  role  in  an 
exacta  worth  $2,826. 

Liberty  Bell,  home  of  the  Liberty  Bell  and  William  Penn 
meets,  was  the  scene  of  numerous  highlights  including  a  record 
total  handle  of  $103,069,747,  attendance  of  1,353,476,  twenty 
sub  two-minute  miles  and  23  million  dollar  nights. 

The  average  nightly  handle  at  Liberty  Bell  for  the  two 
meetings  was  $831,208  while  the  average  attendance  was 
10,915. 
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Liberty  Bell 


"Liberty  Bell  closed  its  finest  harness  racing  season, 
registering  the  most  dramatic  increases  in  wagering  and 
attendance  since  the  track  opened  in  1963. 

"The  season  also  produced  the  most  competitive  events 
in  our  seven-year  history,  the  nation's  greatest  horses  and 
a  flock  of  sub  two-minute  miles. 
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Draw  for  $100,000  Colonial 


"In  our  opinion,  this  banner  year  reflects  the  diligent 
supervisory  control  and  the  constant  search  for  excellence 
in  all  departments  by  our  officials." 

These  words  were  used  by  Edward  J.  Dougherty, 
president  of  Liberty  Bell  Racing  Association,  and  John  J. 
Rooney,  president  of  the  William  Perm  Racing  Association, 
to  describe  the  1969  harness  racing  season  at  Liberty  Bell 
track,  Philadelphia. 

In  the  split  meeting  74  nights  of  racing  in  the  spring 

season  by  Liberty  Bell  and  50  nights  in  the  fall  season  by 
William  Penn  there  were  these  highlights: 

A  record  total  handle  of  $103,069,747  which  was  13.3 
percent  increase  over  1968.  The  average  nightly  handle 
was  $831,208. 

Total  attendance  was  1,353,476,  a  9.7  percent  increase. 
The  average  nightly  attendance  was  10,915. 
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Herve  Filion  won  the  spring  and  fall  driving  titles  for 
most  wins,  68  in  the  spring  and  57  in  the  fall.  He  also  won 
five  races  in  one  night,  a  feat  matched  by  only  two  other 
drivers. 

There  were  20  sub  two-minute  miles.  Two  world  records 
(Miss  Conna  Adios,  1:57.4  and  Truluck  1:58.2)  were  set. 

A  record  one-night  handle  of  $1,407,664  was  established 
in  the  spring  meet.  It  was  one  of  a  record  23  million-dollar 
nights  during  the  entire  meeting. 

The  top  crowd  of  the  year,  19,144  on  April  12,  saw 
Rum  Customer  win  in  1:58.3,  the  first  of  the  20  mile  races 
under  two  minutes.  Adaptor,  Stanley  Dancer's  Australian 
import,  made  his  American  debut  in  this  race  and  finished 
fifth.  However,  Adaptor  came  back  to  win  the  James  E.  Clark 
Memorial  Pace,  beating  among  others,  Miss  Connie  Adios. 

Nine  nights  after  the  Big  E  went  into  effect,  a  lucky 
patron  collected  $55,502  for  correctly  selecting  the  first  two 
finishers  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  races.  Other  big  payoffs 
amounted  to  $40,000  and  $37,000. 

Overcall,  harness  racing's  only  unbeaten  horse,  made 
a  memorable  appearance  at  Liberty  Bell  Oct.  4  when  he 
stormed  from  sixth  place  to  win  the  $25,000  Governor  David 
L.  Lawrence  Invitational. 

The  six-year-old  Overcall  several  weeks  later  became 
horse  of  the  year  by  defeating  Laverne  Hanover,  Little  Brown 
Jug  champion  and  winner  of  12  in  a  row.  The  meeting,  a  five- 
horse  race  in  which  Laverne  Hanover  finished  third,  was  aptly 
named  The  Kingmaker. 

An  appreciative  audience  of  18,230,  tops  for  the  fall,  saw 
Lindy's  Pride  win  the  second  $100,000  Colonial. 

An  innovation  at  the  1969  season  was  the  Sire  Stakes  for 
harness  racers  bred  in  Pennsylvania.  Truluck,  a  two-year-old 
pacer,  won  two  Sires  Stakes,  one  in  1:58.2  and  the  other  in 
1:58.4. 
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Pocono  Downs 


Two  Hanover-bred  horses  Laverne  Hanover  and 

Trojan  Hanover — furnished  some  of  the  highlights  at  Pocono 
Downs  during  the  1969  racing  season. 

Laverne  Hanover  did  his  bit  by  knocking  more  than  two 
seconds  off  the  track  record  as  he  won  the  $24,896  Hanover- 
Hempt  Stakes  on  July  5  in  1:56  3/5. 

Trojan  Hanover,  in  winning  the  Hanover-Hempt  Stake 
for  two-year-old  pacers,  paid  $232.60,  $76.80  and  $12.40  and 
triggered  an  exacta  worth  $2,826. 


When  Kat  Byrd,  driven  by  Levi  Harner,  zipped  off  fancy 
fractions  of  29  3/5,  59  and  1:27  4/5,  Laverne  Hanover  had 
his  work  cut  out  for  him.  The  son  of  Tar  Heel  was  equal  to 
the  occasion.  Superbly  handled  by  Billy  Haughton,  the  brown 
charger  thrilled  more  than  10,000  fans  with  his  tremendous 
stretch  rush  to  lower  the  old  Pocono  track  mark  of  1:58  4/5 
(shared  by  Clay  and  Deputy  Hanover)  by  two  and  one-fifth 
seconds. 

The  best  clocking  by  a  trotter  during  the  1969  Pocono 
campaign  was  Smokey  Morn's  2:02  2/5  time  in  the  Hanover- 
He  mpt  Stakes  for  three-year-olds.  The  Hickory  Smoke  son 
was  skippered  by  Ned  Bower. 

Popular  reinsman,  Tom  Crank,  who  has  been  either  dash 
or  UDR  (Universal  Driver  Rating)  champion  at  Pocono  for 
several  years  running,  captured  both  titles  for  '69. 

The  track's  total  handle  for  the  62-night  meeting  was 
$18,483,748,  which  averages  out  to  just  under  $300,000  per 
night.  The  nightly  attendance  average  was  6,039. 
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The  Meadows 


When  harness  racing  in  western  Pennsylvania  came  to 
an  end  the  first  of  November,  officials  at  The  Meadows 
expressed  satisfaction  with  the  10.6  percent  increase  in 
attendance  and  the  16.8  percent  boost  in  handle  over  1968  for 
the  Washington  Trotting  Association  meeting  and  the  3,423 
average  attendance  and  $203,684  average  handle  posted  during 
the  Mountain  Laurel  Racing  meet. 

WTA  reported  net  income  of  $140,782  for  the  year  which 
ended  September  30,  1969.  This  compared  with  a  net  loss  of 
$34,679  for  the  year  1968.  Delvin  Miller,  president  of  WTA, 
said  the  substantial  improvement  in  operating  results  was  due 
to  the  increase  in  the  mutuel  handle  in  1969  of  $2,400,000  and 
an  increase  in  attendance  of  31,000. 

Track  facilities  were  leased  to  Mountain  Laurel  Racing, 
Inc.,  for  a  61-day  harness  racing  meet  which  began  August  10 
and  concluded  November  1. 

Not  only  was  the  WTA  meeting  a  financial  success,  but 
an  artistic  success  as  well.  A  revitalized  racing  program 
instituted  the  rich  Pennsylvania  Sire  Stakes,  the  Bye  Bye 
Byrd  Pacing  Series  and  the  Express  Rodney  Trotting  Series 
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About  to  go. 
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as  well  as  the  usual  Arden  Downs  Grand  Circuit  Stakes  and 
the  $88,970  Adios. 

The  new  racing  format,  with  the  track  dark  on  Mondays, 
assured  fans  a  major  stakes  event  each  week. 

The  racingprogr  am  assured  a  constant  flow  of  champions 
climaxed  by  one  of  the  most  dramatic  Adios  finishes  in  the 
young  history  of  the  rich  race. 

After  Kat  Byrd  won  the  first  dash,  Laverne  Hanover 
resumed  his  winning  ways  in  the  second  dash  and  scored  a 
nose  finish  in  a  tight  photo  as  these  two  great  colts  battled 
head-and-head  to  the  wire  in  the  finale. 

Lindy's  Pride,  winner  of  trotting's  Big  Five  races, 
began  his  illustrious  three-year-old  campaign  at  The 
Meadows,  winning  a  division  of  the  Arden  Downs  three-year- 
old  colt  trot. 

Granted  a  license  only  five  days  before  the  WT  A  meeting 
closed,  Mountain  Laurel  Racing  launched  its  inaugural  meeting 
the  second  week  of  August  beset  by  an  absence  of  stakes  and 
an  unseasonable  cold  September. 

Four  late-closing  series  were  implemented  in  the  middle 
of  the  season.  The  quality  of  the  racing  throughout  the  meeting 
was  excellent  and  the  competitiveness  of  the  late-Closing 
series  generated  enthusiasm  during  the  waning  weeks  of  the 
meet. 

The  Stenographer  Series  for  two-year-old  trotters  was 
won  by  Fischer  Hanover,  the  Betty  G.  Series  for  two-year- 
old  pacers  by  Shadydale  Timbre,  the  Harlan  Dean  Series  for 
three-and  four-year-old  trotters  by  Richey,  and  the  Adios 
Betty  Series  for  three-  and  four-year-old  pacers  by  John 
T.  Ace. 

During  the  61  nights  of  racing,  the  Mountain  Laurel 
Racing  meet  attracted  an  attendance  total  of  208,833  and  a 
total  handle  of  $12,424,072,  considered  by  Mountain  Laurel 
President  Max  Hempt  and  most  other  officials  as  excellent 
for  a  first  venture. 
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Commission  Functions 


The  Commission  maintains  offices  at  each  of  the 
licensed  pari-mutuel  tracks.  The  principal  duties  consist 
of  photographing  and  fingerprinting  new  applicants  for  li- 
censes, and  conducting  interviews  and  investigations  to 
determine  that  Commission-approved  programs  are  being 
satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  Associations. 

The  Commission  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  nation  to 
require  "Breathalyzer"  tests  for  all  officials  directly  en- 
gaged in  the  operation  of  the  tracks,  for  all  drivers  sched- 
uled to  race,  andfor  other  persons  specified  by  the  presiding 
judge.  Individuals  are  not  permitted  to  continue  their  duties 
if  the  level  of  alcohol  in  their  blood  exceeds  .05  percent.

The  Commission  employs  a  veterinarian  who  is  re- 
sponsible for  checking  each  horse  prior  to  the  race  to 
determine  that  it  is  fit  and  can  complete  in  a  manner  indi- 
cated by  its  past  performances. 

The  Commission  veterinarian  also  is  responsible  for 
obtaining,  for  chemical  analysis,  saliva  and  urine  samples 
of  all  winning  horses  and  other  horses  designated  by  the 
presiding  judge.  Additional  horses  from  which  samples  are 
to  be  obtained  are  not  designated  by  the  presiding  judge  until 
the  conclusion  of  a  race.  This  surprise  element  is  an 
important  phase  of  track  security. 

Each  of  the  five  licensed  Associations  is  required  to 
maintain  a  security  force  of  its  own.  Security  programs  of 
the  Associations  must  be  approved  by  the  Commission,  and

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must  provide  security  for  the  entire  track  property  as  well 
as  protection  of  participants  and  the  public.  The  extent  of 
these  activities  is  indicated  on  the  above  chart. 

In  the  seven  years  since  pari-mutuel  harness  racingwas 
introduced  in  Pennsylvania,  the  sport  has  grown  into  a 
thriving  and  fascinating  industry,  and  has  furnished  sub- 
stantial revenue  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Continued  success  of  this  sport  depends  on  continued 
public  confidence  in  its  integrity.  In  order  to  maintain  this 
confidence,  the  State  Harness  Racing  Commission  has  taken 
every  possible  precaution  to  prevent  undesirable  persons 
from  participating  in  the  sport. 

All  employes  of  licensed  Associations  and  their  con- 
cessionaires must  be  licensed  by  the  Commission.  So,  too, 
must  every  horsemen  —  including  owners,  drivers,  trainers 
and  grooms. 

Applicants  seeking  a  license  for  the  first  time,  are 
required  to  furnish  detailed  information  about  themselves,

Renewal  applications 
must  include  up-dated  information. 

These  screening  procedures  are  designed  to  eliminate 
persons  of  unsuitable  background  and  character  from  any 
participation  with  harness  racing.  Through  this  program, 
undesirables  are  detected  and  refused  licenses. 

The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Police,  and  local  police  departments  have  helped 
maintain  the  high  standards  that  are  essential  if  this  sport 
is  to  continue  on  a  high  level. 
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Commission  Jurisdictions 


The  Pennsylvania  State  Harness  Racing  Commission 
has  general  jurisdiction  over  all  pari-mutuel  activities  for 
harness  racing  in  the  State  and  over  the  corporation, 
associations  and  persons  engaged  therein.  Such  general 
jurisdiction  includes  the  following  powers  and  duties: 


First  Enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  security  and  protection  of  horses,  horsemen 
and  the  wagering  public  at  associations  licensed 
by  the  Commission  to  assure  honest  competitive 
harness  racing. 

Second  Removal  of  undesirable  persons  and  interests  which 
may  be  detrimental  to  the  sport  and  to  pari-mutuel 
harness  racing. 


Third  Supervision  of  all  administrative  phases  of  the 
activity. 

Fourth  Licensing  of  all  persons  who  participate  in  harness 
racing  so  as  to  assure  the  elimination  of  un- 
desirable persons  from  participation  in  the  sport 
or  in  any  activity  connected  therewith. 

Fifth  Supervision  of  all  building  programs  and  auditing 

of  the  books  and  records  of  licensed  associations 
and  concessionaires. 


Sixth  Promulgation  and  enforcement  of  all  rules  and 

regulations  necessary  and  desirable  in  connection 
with  supervision  of  harness  racing. 

Seventh  Investigation  of  all  shareholders  and  maintenance 
of  a  complete  stock  docket  of  all  voting  and  non- 
voting holders  of  stock  issued  by  associations 
licensed  by  the  Commission. 

Eighth  Enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  the  elimination  of  undesirable  persons  as 
stockholders. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


The  Commission  continuously  reviews  all  rules  and 
regulations  and  makes  such  changes  as  are  deemed  in  the 
best  interest  of  racing.  In  1968  the  Commission  made  nine 
rule  changes.  As  noted  in  the  prior  report,  the  Commission 
promulgated  two  completely  new  rule  books,  one  covering 
the  rules  of  racing  and  the  other,  the  administratives  rules 
governing  the  association,  stockholders,  licensees  other  than 
participants  in  racing,  and  all  other  matters  which  are  the 
subject  of  Commission  jurisdiction  not  pertaining  to  rules  of 
racing  themselves. 

Dividing  the  rules  into  two  books  has  established 
Pennsylvania  as  the  first  state  to  arrange  rules  in  this  form 
so  that  all  the  racing  rules  are  readily  available  to  the 
horsemen  in  one  volume,  while  rules  pertaining  to  the 
associations  and  others  who  are  not  direct  participants  in 
racing  activity  themselves  are  available  in  a  separate  volume. 

The  only  rule  change  which  had  to  be  adopted  in  1969 
was  the  rule  governing  Big  E  wagering. 

LITIGATION 

The  number  of  licenses  revoked  and  suspended  totaled 

27. 

From  Commission  action  in  refusing  licenses,  re- 
vocation of  licenses  and  imposition  of  fines,  seven  appeals 
were  taken  and  as  a  result  of  the  appeal  hearings  the  original 
penalties  were  upheld.  This  marks  the  seventh  consecutive 
year  during  the  seven  years  of  harness  racing  in  Pennsylvania 
in  which  there  have  been  no  appeals  from  Commission  action 
in  connection  with  refusal  and  revocation  of  licenses  and 
impositions  of  fines.
